States and South Vietnamese

eased across Cambodia and 
U.S. troops ‘began their major 
withdrawal from border 
areas. 


South Vietnamese forces 
claimed .a Mekong Delta 
victory Saturday in which 70 
Viet Cong were killed, and 
said 49 more were slain in 
two battles Sunday in the 
same region. 

Action involving American 
units tapered off after an 
upsurge of sharp fighting 
which helped to push . the 
Communist toll for the week- 
end past 220. 

The U.S, command said 
portions of two battalions of 
the Ist Air Calvalry Division's 
Ind.

MARXIST, MYSTIC, MEGALOMANIAC 


Sukarno: Luxur 
To Bankruptcy .

Often, as he delivered his fiery speeches to the 
thousands who stood spellbound ‘in the tropical sun 
or torrential rain to hear him, the small, energetic 
man would gesticulate and shout: “When I die, do 
not say on the tombstone that ‘Here rests his most 
exalted excellency Dr. Engineer Sukarno, the first 


president of the Repubic of Indonesia.’ 


No, simply 


write, ‘Here lies Sukarno, the tongue of’ the Indo- 


nesian people.’ ” 


Thus Sukarno saw himself, 
and his portrayal was not 
merely a symptom of 
megalomania, 

Ultimately, however, Su- 
karno proved to be a luxury 
his country could no- longer 
afford: His ideology, a cloudy 
blend of Marxism and mysti- 
cism, was unsuited for the 
complicated workings of a 
modern state. His chauvi- 
nistic opportunism, moreover, 
neglected the nation’s basic 
economic and social needs to 
such a point that the archi- 
pelago republic degenerated 
into bankruptcy. 

To have appreciated the 
dynamics of Sukarno it, was 
necessary to have had some 
feeling for the weird and 
wondrous flavor of Java, the 
most populous of the Indo-

nesian islands, and some 
understanding of the national- 
istic forees that were building 
up to challenge European 
colonialism during the first 
half of the 20th century. 

Fer Sukarno was both ‘a 
product of his background and 
an important factor in 
shaping “the political and 
spiritual landscape in which 
he thrived — and perhaps the 
tragedy of his life was that 
like so many other ultra- 
nationalist leaders, he out- 
lived his days of glory. 


Two Cultures 


He was born on June 6, 
1901, in the East Java city of 
Surabaya. The first son of a 
minor Javanese aristocrat, 
Raden Sukemi, and his beau- 
tiful Balinese commoner wife, 
Ida Njoman Rai. Hence he 
combined the Javanese pen- 
chant for intrigue and 
mystery and the Balimese 
taste for art and, he liked to 
believe, he presonified the 
Union “of two cultures “ina 
land of myriad and linguistic 
groups. 

Sukarno’s parents named 
him Kusnsosrosukarno, but he 


dropped the first syllables 
early. in life. He never 
adopted the “Achmed” 


bestowed upon him by foreign 
newspapermen whoe - editors. 
required that everyone should 
have a first name. Nor did he 
ever use his father’s family 
name, preferring to reach 
back to the Javanese tradi- 
tions of a single name. 

He attended a Dutch 
secondary school in Surabaya 
and boarded at the home of 
H, O. S. Tjorkroaminoto, an 
editor, businessman, teacher 
and—political_organizer_who- 
headed the Sareket Islam. 
Recognizing Sukarno’s 
talents, Tj okroaminoto 
adopted him as his protege, in- 
troducing him to the rising 
Indonesian nationalist leaders 
of ‘the period. 

These included Hendrik 
Sneevliet, a utch engineer 
who helped to found the 
Indonesian Communist party 
in 1920 and afterwards. be- 
came a key Soviet agent in 
the Far East. 


Dutch Girls 


In this heady atmosphere, 
too, Sukarno listened to dis- 
cussions of Kant and Scho- 
penhauer, Rousseau, Voltaire 
and Lincoln, and he read 
Marx and other revolutionary 
writers whose works were 
then being beotlegged. Never 
one to hide his passions 
young Sukarno also confessed 
to having had an obsession to 
make love to Dutch girls in 
order to “exert some form of 
superiority over the white 
race and make them bend. to 
my will.” 

As he told it later, he fell in 
love with a “yellow-haired, 
pink-cheeked tulip" called 
Mien Hessels ,and asked her 
father for her hand in mar- 
riage. According to Sukarno’s 
version the, father rejected 


him as a “dirty native,” 
thereby fueling in him an 
even more intense national- 


istic fervor. 

In-all, Sukarno had six legal 
wives, among them a Japa- 
hese night ¢lubhostess;~and 
while he resented journalistic 
accounts ‘of his many love 
affairs, he would proudly 
boast of his amatory con- 
quests in terms that often 


made even his most sophisti- 
cated guests blush. 


When he graduated from 
the Bundung Technical School 
in 1925, Sukarno plunged into 
nationalist politics, organiz- 
ing, orating and earning him- 
self a place in the dossiers of 
the Dutch police. About this 
time, consistent with his 
“common man" ideology he, 
coined for himself the © nick- 
name “Bung” or “brother.” 
He was henceforth, Bung 
Karno, 


The Lion 


With a doctrine’ and a 
nickname, he then proceeded 
to create in July, 1927, the 
movement that soon’ after- 
ward became the Indonesian 
Nationalist .Party. Its objec- 
tive was immediate independ- 
ence — a radical program for 
those days — and Sukarno 
pleaded his cause with such 
consummate skill that even 
his critics concurred with the 
description of him as the 
“Lion of the Podium.” 

To strengthen his creden- 
tials as a prominent national- 
ist, Sukarno next needed a 
spell in prison. The Dutch 
accommodated him in late 
1929 with arrest and a trial 


that Sukarno adroitly turned | 


into a forum to deliver a 
detailed indictment of colonial 


Tule . 
Sentenced to four years’ 
inprisonment, Sukarno spent 


his term in jail painting and 
devouring books on religion. 
He was released in a year, 
and promptly renewed his 
political__agitation until, in 
August, 1933, he was again 
arrested. This time he was 
consigned to exile on Flores 
an arid island south of Java. 

Here and at another place 
of exile in Siimatra he 
languished through 1943, when 
the Japanese invaded Indo- 
nesia, Sukarno gained his 
freedom in the ensuing con- 
fusion. 


Collaborator 


For years afterwards, a |

Sukarno was that he 
laborated with the Japanese. 
His_ critics accused him of 
mobilizing thousands of

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HE INTERIM REPORT OF 
the LeDain Commission on the 
non-medical use of drugs proposes 
changes in law and attitude that 
may be far in advance of public 


opinion on the drug issue. But a 
royal commission proposes and the 


government disposes. Aware of the 
political implications of the drug 
debate, as well as the medical and 
social, the government is obviously 
inclined towards caution ‘on the 
problem. 

By immediately rejecting the 
interim report’s major recommenda- 
tion — that simple possession of 
any drug be subject to no more than 
a $100 fine — the government has 
put an end to suggestions that the 
Trudeau administration is per- 
missive on the drug problem. The 
government has not, however, ruled 
out all-encompassing changes in 
drug laws when the commission's 
final report is tabled in the House of 
Commons, possibly a year from 
now. 

_ In the meantime the government 


‘fs considering asking Parliament to 


transfer marijuana from the Nar- 
cotics Control Act to the Food and 
Drug Act, providing fines as a 
deterrent, rather than jail terms. 
Hundreds of young people acquire 


- criminal records each year because 


of casual marijuana use. The 
government should examine this 
social result in the light of ineffec- 
tiveness of the law in curbing drug 
use. 


If the government's response to 
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the LeDain Commission appears 
ambivalent in the light of past State- 
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ments by Prime Minister Trudeau ~ 


and Health Minister John Munro, it 
should be remembered that the 
LeDain Commission has collected 
all its evidence from varied groups 
which presented briefs’ to the 
commission in 25 Canadian cities 
over the last’ year. As the Commis- 
sion pointed out, Canada - should 
initiate an independent research 
program into marijuana. Only then 
will Parliament be able to make an 
intelligent decision on the eventual 
amendment of:present drug laws. 


Considering the shadows under 
which the Commission began its 
work, it has done a good job to date... 
Hysterical reactions, such as. that 
from the government of Prince 
Edward Island, which - stated 
months ago that even a Commission 
recommendation for a change in 
existing marijuana legislation would 
be “totally unacceptable,” put the 
cart before the horse. Only when an 
independent soft-drug research pro- 
gram and the final LeDain commis- 
sion report are completed will. a 
rational decision on the drug 
question be possible. 


In the interim, law enforcement 
agencies and other concerned 
groups should keep in mind that the 
LeDain commission has raised 
serious doubts about the relevancy 
of the present approach to a 
widespread Canadian social prob- 
jem.

A Seat by an Oath or Double Somersault 


now are two members of the 

separatist Parti Quebecois sitting in 

the National Assembly, while a week 
earlier there was only one, That still 
leaves five of the 
seven __ separatists 
elected to the as- 
sembly cooling their 
heels in the visitors’ 
gallery through their 
continued refusal to 


take the oath of 
allegiance to the 
Queen. 

This gesture of 


defiance against the 
symbol of the au- 
thority they are trying to overthrow was 
at first presented by the Pequistes as 
one of nobility. It won a slight touch of 
temporary public support, not as a 
display of conscience but simply for 
drawing attention to the continued 
existence of traditional usages (i.e., 
monarchical trappings) which most 
Quebecers consider outmoded. 

But, the point having been made, the 
Pequistes’ continued posturing is chang- 


~ing the reaction to one of derision. The 
PQ is the only party in Quebec based on 


a cause; it cannot afford to have itself 
laughed at. 

The effort to build: a minor fuss over 
symbols into a cause in itself was 
suspect from the beginning. If a genuine 
problem were to arise over\the oath, it 
could have been foreseen and presented 
to the party in advance by its own 
leader, Rene Levesque. Mr. Levesque, 
although defeated on April 29, was 
elected to the Assembly and duly seated 


must have repeatedly taken the oath. He 
must have known something about it, or 
at least have been aware of it. 


Sworn ‘By Mistake’ 


On May 15, one of the newly-elected 
PQ members, Charles Tremblay, 
dropped into the Assembly clerk's office 
and took the traditional oath without 
giving it a thought. It was only Jater that 
he explained. he had done it “by 
mistake.’ 

This story, every time it comes over 
the television screen in the provincé’s 
watering holes, is greeted with gales of 
laughter. The assumed truth is that only 
after Mr. Tremblay took the oath, some 
party bright light said in the inner 
councils, “‘let’s make something of this,” 
and Mr. Tremblay had to fall in line, 
looking a perfect fool in the process. 

The day the Assembly opened and the 
other six Pequistes refused the oath and 
were refused their seats, Mr. Tremblay 
showed solidarity by joining them inthe 
gallery. But reality prevailed in his case 
and he was in his proper place next day. 
Over the following weekend the party's 
national council met and mapped 
strategy, which turned out to be to have 
one more ‘member swear allegiance and 
take his seat. This was because a party 
needs a minimum of two members in the 


— @ proposer and seconder . of 
cere — to operate effectively. 

Thus-a matter of conscience became 

one of expediency. 
. The second Pequiste in the house is 
Dr. Camille Laurin, earlier picked to be 
the party’s “‘spokesman” in the house in 
the absence of Mr. Levesque. (The man 
selected to be the party’s actual “‘house 
leader,” Robert Burns, is still confined 
to the galleries.) 

Dr. Laurin explained, upon taking his 
seat, -that his turnabout had been 
authorized by the party so that he, with 
Mr. Tremblay, could “get the National 
Assembly to take a stand on this 
important issue.” The party line is that 
the other members will not take the oath 
until the government assures it will be 
changed for the future. 

Premier Bourassa, who for ‘constitu- 
tional reasons feels he cannot make a 
unilateral statement along such lines, 
has dome’ all he can by asserting the 


matter will be given priority study by a 
committee — a committee of which Dr. 
Laurin will be a member. 

Where the PQ goes wrong — and the 
quicker it realizes its mistake; the better 
oft it will be — is in assuming that the 
wording of the oath of office is such an 
“important issue.” Premier Bourassa, 
well aware that he was elected by a 
populace fed up with symbolic gestures 
and concerned with an infinity of real 
issues, had the house with him when he 
warned Dr. Laurin that the PQ was 
casting itself into ridicule. 

Young PQ militant Claude Charron, in 
defending his continued absence from the 
seat to which his constituents elected 
him, said that the oath was repugnant 
not only to his party but to “the vast 
majority of Quebecers.”’ Actually, the 
vast majority of Quebecers couldn't care 
less whether Assembly members confirm 
their seats by an oath or a double 
somersault.

will pinpoint where the government is 
pushing up prices, and where more 
imports might have a satutary effect. 

And, in the closest approach to direct 
wage-price intervention, the council of 
economic advisors will “spotlight the 
significant areas of wage and price 
increases and objectively analyze their 
impact on the price level.’’ 


Tough Stand Discounted 


It cannot be said that this is a 
forceful step toward intervention; ad- 
ministration officials: were quick to 
explain that the council would deal with 
price and wage increases only after they 
had taken place. Furthermore, the 
president specifically discounted a tough- 
ening of the formula to provide for wage- 
price guidelines backed up by presiden- 
tial pressure for compliance — the so- 
called ‘jawboning.’

And in a tantalizing phrase, Mr. Nixon 
asserted that: “This is an activist 
administration and should new_develop- 
ments call for new action in the future, I 
Shall take the action needed to attain 
that goal.”” 

This is not to minimize the gap 
between the president and advocates of 
strong action. In testimony Tuesday 
before the House banking committee, 
John Kenneth Galbraith said the sort of 
policy the administration is following, 
with its heavy reliance on monetary 
action, ‘discounted the ability of large 
corporations and-strong unions to shove 
up prices and Wages under conditions 
even of severe monetary and fiscal 
restraint.”

2 “To continue the present policy fs to 
continue for some period the present 
remarkable combination of inflation and 
recession,’ he said. Nor was there a 
remedy in proposals for voluntary action 
such as has recently been proposed by

THE LAST POST 
While rich Canadian tourists lolled about 
the gleaming resorts of the Caribbean islands’a 
few weeks ago, their easy living was shattered 
,. by_news that did not fit their Jantasies of a holi- 
iy ni paradise’ revolution, ‘ir’ Seethed, “haa 
broken out in Trinidad. 

Black power ‘mobs’ were surging through the 
streets, a large part of the army had mutinied, 
demonstrators were being shot down in Port-of- 
Spain, and foreign businesses, very definitely in- 
cluding Canadian businesses, were surrounded 
by hostile crowds. 

The troubles of last February, when such sacred cows 
as the Royal Bank of Canada were stoned and smashed, 
were starting all over again — only this time, things 
appeared far more serious. 

The governments of the foreign countries that own 
and control the economies of the West Indies certainly 
thought things were serious. Canadian External Affairs 
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Unemployment rate soars 
but few jobs provided 
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Minister Mitchell Sharp assured the House.of Commons 
that plans were ready to evacuate, Canadian citizens 
though he refused to say what the plans were. 

That any plans were more likely to involve invasion 
than evacuation was made clear by the United States - 
frantic as always with fears of another Cuba — which 
immediately -senf’ a fleet of six ships, including a 
helicopter carrier with 2,000 Marines, a landing ship 
dock, a landing ship tank and an amphibious troop- 
carrying attack vessel. 

Arms were quickly flown in to the beleagured 
government of Prime Minister Eric Williams, the good 
friend of Canadian, American and British businessmen.

servants who called them “Mister Peter, please’’, who 
giggled at their jokes and who wept as they left (to quote 
a Jamaican tourist advertisement). 

Why, they must have asked, was there such 
‘ingratitude’ — the same sort of ‘ingratitude’ that Black 
West Indian students at Sir George Williams University 
had shown when they helped smash a computer last year 
—.among a people upon whom Canadian business had 
showered millions of dollars in investments? 

The more hardheaded and unscrupulous among them 
knew the answer. In Trinidad over 15 per cent of the 
population is unemployed. The figure reaches one-third 
among youths between 15 and 19, and 27 per cent among 
those who are able to find work at all are employed for 
less than 32 hours a week. And the situation is the same 

or worse in the other igjands of the Commonwealth 
Caribbean. 

Canadian investments in Trinidad and throughout the 
Caribbean do little to help, for they are made not to help 
but to exphit — employing only few people by using the 
latest’ labor-saving machinery and paying a pittance to 
those who are permitted to work; enjoying the profitable 
bounties of tax holidays and other concessions; and after 
an initial investment, taking more out of the islands than 
they put’ in 

Although the Gross Domestic Product of the islands 
increases by six per cent a year, this does not help the 
Black or Indian workers, for what it measures is the 
increasé in the rate of profit of Canadian and other 
foreign businesses in the area. The bauxite and alumina 
used in the Canadian aluminum industry comes from 
Jamaica and Guyana, but every dollar’s worth of finished 
aluminum contributes 83 cents to the Gross Domestic 
Product of Canada, only 17 cents to that of the West 
Indies. 

Canadians at home know little of their country’s 
economic and political power in the West Indies. Yet'if is 
massive and growing. 

Driving into Nassau from Windsor Field Airport, you 
can see Canadian money sprinkled along the route like 
icing on a cake. 

You. pass the site of a $20° million condominium 
project by Toronto's Residential Resorts Development, 
said to be the largest single housing project in the 
Bahamas. There’s the Canadian-owned Nassau Beach 
Hotel; the home of F. Ronald Graham, late Vancouver 
sugar millionaire; the home of Oakville contractor Joseph 
Tomlinson 

You ¢an see the.,balconied 2-bedroom house where 
Canada's most famotis Bahamian expatriate, Kirkland 
Lake gold prospector Sir Harry Oakes, was hacked to 
death in 1943, 

Venturing further, you may catch a glimpse of Lyford 
Cay, E. P. Taylor’s millionaires’ ghetto, where the 
average home costs $700,000 and police man the gates. Of 
12,000 developable acres on New Providence Island, E. P 
Taylor owns 5,000, while another 3,000 are held by Morry 
Wingold, a Toronto investment broker. 

You may spot the Lucayan Beach Hotel, a $12 million 
investment in opulence and crime that helped bring about 
the spectacular collapse of the Atlantic Acceptance Corp. 
in 1965. Toronto mine promoter Lou Chesler lavishly 
cultivated politicians to extract a gambling concession 
from the government, with the idea of turning the area 
into a new Monte Carlo 

At least $1 million in ‘consultant fees’ went to finance 
minister Sir Stafford Sands, who also held down a chair 
on the board of the country's largest bank, the Royal 
Rank of Canada.

The 
result is a situation that differs little from colonial 
slavery, in which the source of wealth is foreign and 
White, the source of labor local and Black. 

The release of colonial bonds brought only a more 
subtle enslavement to North American financial interests, 
rather than independence. But the people are beginning to 
see that the idea of harmonious multi-racial societies is 
sheer nonsense in a social system where a five per cent 
non-Black minority controls all the country’s natural 
resources in the interests of foreign shareholders. 

In Trinidad, thousands marched through the cane 
fields and a branch of the Bank of London & Montreal 
was nationalized. In Guyana, the Student Society at the 
University of Guyana backed a demonstration in front of 
the Canadian High Commission, a Royal Bank ‘and the 
Demerara Bauxite Co.,an Alcan subsidiary. In Jamaica, 
the students formed a wall to block Governor-General 
Roland Michener from the campus of their university.

Popular ideology has it that the concept of Canadian 
imperialism is absurd. Few believe Canada covets foreign 
najural resources because, it is argued, she has plenty of 
her own 

Yet Canada is deeply involved in the Caribbean, with 
a web -of investment that snakes through banking 
insurance, tourism, real estate, minerals and secondary 
manufacturing. So sensitive about foreign ownership in 
her own preserve, Canada is blind to its dangers in other 
economies. 

This country imposes ownership restrictions on its 
own banking and mineral resources, while continuing to 
cloud its monopolization of Caribbean resources behind 
a smokescreen of ‘‘good corporate citizenship’ and 
‘‘more jobs.” 

These rationalizations conceal more than they reveal 
An examination of Canadian capital at work shows that 
its investments serve to maintain the Caribbean economy 
in a state of dependence, disintegration and perpetual 
under-development 

Recognizing the area's economic tmportance, Cana- 
dian politicians have been suggesting a political takeover 
af the Caribbean for the last fifty years. 

As early as 1919, Prime Minister Sir Robert Borden 
considered laying claim to the islands as Canadian 
possessions, on the grounds that Britain owed Canada 
something for its sacrifices during the First World War 
However, Britain wanted the islands’ resources for 
herself and blocked the transfer 

Since then, the idea of politi occupation of the 
islands has masqueraded under nsive names 
Millionaire eastern Caribbean developer Ken Patrick of 
Montreal's Marigot Investments called the West Indies 
‘the right size problem for Canada,” and suggested a 
“monetary and customs union,”’ in which Canada would 
play senior partner to the smaller islands and provide for 
their defence and external diplomacy. 

In return, the junior partners could provide access to 
a good climate, agricultural products that previously had 
to be imported from the U.S.,-and a tropical terrain in 
which to train the Canadian Mobile Command. (this 
suggestion antedated the force’s actual deployment in 
Jamaica). 

Other proposals have included ‘‘associate statehood” 
and turning the area into Canada's eleventh province. 

As for sphere of influence economics, the Canadian

There is no doubt that: the banks encourage the sale 
of resources to foreign investors rather than the 
development of a native entrepreneurial class, and also 
counsel investors to extract superprofits to compensate 
for risk. 

The Canadian banks have worked closely with island 
governments. in attracting North American investment 
through tax incentives and condoning profit repatriation, 
leaving nd money in the island economy except inside the 
ministers’ pockets. 

The late Robert Winters, when he was trade minister, 
called’ the Canadian Caribbean banks ‘“‘good ambassa- 
dors” — the recent stonings of bank windows and 
rampages through their premises in several Caribbean 
countries are an indication of the warm feelings they 
engender in the local population. 

In Jamaica's tourist centre the native businesses are 
festering holes, while the Canadian banks 
block, are outrageoiisly large, modern and mushrooming 
In Kingston, they have even gone drive-in. 

The Canadian insurance companies, at least a dozen

A Financial Post history of one Canadian West 
Indian subsidiary shows the results 

The company is Cooper Canada (formerly Cooper- 
Weeks), a Toronto sporting goods manufacturer. By 
setting up'a Barbados subsidiary, it is allowed to import 
raw materials and factory equipment duty-free, and 
enjoys a ten-year tax holiday, followed by a corporate tax 
rate of 12% per cent 

Labor, mostly women, can be had at salaries of $9-12 
a week, enabling the company to make a pair of hockey 
gloves in Barbados for 35 ‘cents, which cost $1.40 in 
Canadian labor costs. Add on shipping and import duties 
and the gloves can still sell on the Canadian market for 
25 to 30 per cent below their domestic competitors 

An added bonus, the Financial Post reporter points 
out, is that management can’*be flown in from Canada

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Canada is one of the major contributors of development 
funds, is also expected to encourage satellite manufactur- 
ing operatidns for example, flying down computer 
components for circuit wiring, then shipping them back 
for further processing.

Classy Brazilians Crush 
Vaunted Italian Defence 


MEXICO CITY (AP) == W ortd— soccer 
champions Brazil prepared to return home today 
to a triumphant reception and national’ holiday 
after retiring the Jules Rimet Trophy for keeps in 
Sunday’s final game against Italy. :

“The Brazilians played as if they-had wings,”’ Valcareggi 
said, . : 
Since Brazil began the long road to the World Cup last 
August, the team never dropped its attacking brand of 
soccer, They trounced Paraguay, Colombia and Venezuela to 
reach the final round. 

They walloped Czechoslovakia 4-1, edged England 1-0 and 
beat Romania 3-2. In the quarter-final, Peru succumbed 4-2, 
| and Uruguguay fell 3-1 in the semi-finals. Twelve straight 
victories—without a single tie—gave the Brazilians possession 
of the golden cup they had won twice before. 

Brazi! did not start off.as the favorite. 

Over-abundance of talent rather than lack of it was the 
problem. 

Even the great Edson Arantes do Nascimento, known to 
all as simple Pele, had his place on the team threatened 
because of alleged incompatibility with Tostao. 

But Pele, playing this third winning World Cup finals, 
proved the prophets wrong as he scored the first Brazilian 
goal of the game, a header from six yards. 

There was talk that Brazil had too many forwards and 
not-enough talented backs. 

The controversy culminated in the firing of coach Jao 
Saldania and his replacement by Mario Jorge Lobo Zagalo, 
one of the men who won-the World Cup for Brazil in 1958 and 
1962, 

Zagalo kept to a methodical plan which provided 130 days 
of pre-World Cup training for the players. :The Brazilians 
were the first of the 16 finalist teams to arrive in Mexico, on 
May 1.

The FIFA announcement said the replicas of the new cup 
which will go to future winners of the trophy, will have 
engraved on its face the name of any person that FIFA wants 
to honor “‘for extraordinary services.” ; 

The Jules Rimet trophy has been the glittering symbol of 
world soccer supremacy for 40 years and was named in honor 
of Jules Rimet of France, prime founder-mover of — the 
competition. Rimet was appointed president of FIFA in 1918, a 
post he held for 36 years. -

I more than enjoyed a visit to the white killer 
whale, as yet without a name, at Sealand. Bob 
Wright and his staff are still a little worried about 
whether she has 20-20 vision. She’s clearly high- 
strung, as killer whales go, but otherwise fine. 

Went prepared not to like seeing these magnificent beasts 


in captivity, and I still have reservations, but-it's a beautiful, - 


even mystical experience to watch them, so 
incredibly powerful, yet so graceful, the 
white whale like a submarine moon-beam, 
all withinarm's_reach. 

Without realizing it I stood there for 
more than an hour, watching their plastic 
ballet, in a kind of wondering trance. I 
suppose there’s never been anything quite 
like it before. 

A. lot of people go, it appears, to see the 
white whale, but stay to see Haida, the 
original Sealand specimen. Could you 
believe that he: has a diabolic sense of 
humor? Wright, himself, is convinced of it 
after a year of watching Haida size .up 
audiences to find just the right victim to 
splash. 

Sounds a bit like an improbable scene from a Disney 
movie, but the story of,Chloe, the bottle-nosed dolphin, is 
memorable. 

«Seems Chloe was mooning away in a separate tank when 
the two new whales joined Haida in the great pool. Killer 
whales, as you must know, are voracious in their natural 
element. If it moves, so their lifestyle goes, eat it. But 
Wright took the calculated risk of putting Chloe in with them 
and it was love at first sight, all around. 

Still, late that evening, Bob was worried. He went back 
down to the marina to see if all was right. There, under a 
pale’ moon, two of the great whales were dashing back and 
forth in the pool, squeaking with delight..On their backs, 
ecstatic, bouncing like a rubber ball, was Chloe, the bottle- 
nosed dolphin. 

As for a name I think the white whale might be called 
Diana, for the patroness of wild beasts, goddess of nature and 
fertility, personification of the teeming life of wild things. She 
symbolizes all of those. As for fertility, Haida seems of a 
mind to take care of that.

Sale Urged 


Tight central controls on the distribution of 
methadone would be a first step in preventing sale 
of the drug on the street, a physician told a drug 


seminar here today. 


Dr. James Laing of Victoria was speaking at 


a seminar sponsored 


by the Pacific Drug 


Dependency society. He said methadone, a 
substitute for heroin, is available both on the street 
and by prescription from a few local doctors. 


He said if methadone were 
available for distribution from 
only one centre, authorities 
would be able to develop a 
registry of addicts and reduce 
drug-associated crime. 

Methadone, an addictive 
drug, has been successfully 
used as a therapeutic sub- 
stitute’ for heroin. Controlled 
withdrawal from methadone 
is considered less painful. 


HERE TO STAY 

“I think we've got. drugs 
and: drugs are here to stay,” 
Laing said. “I don’t care if a 
person is using drugs if it 
doesn’t interfere with his 
social functioning and he’s 
happy.”

A Vancouver neurologist says he\is not 
impressed with a treatment for migraine, head- 
aches introduced at Royal Jubilee Hospital. 


Dr. Donald MacFayden, 
chief neurologist at Van- 
couver General Hospital and 
head of the neurology depart- 
ment at the University of 
British Columbia, said the 
treatment is not being used in 
Vancouver and he is not 
prepared. to recommend it, 

Victoria doctors Norman 
Cook, Robert Peet and 
Charles Simpson developed 
the treament which has been 
used here for two years. Last 
week the doctors were suf- 
ficiently satisfied with the 
results of their work to make 
public their findings.

He said he is “willing to be 
convinced” of the new cure’s 
effectiveness, but so far is not 
impressed by it. 

MacFayden said there was 
no control. study in the 
Victoria project and he is not 
convinced all the headaches 
cured were the migraine 
variety. 

“There are other very 
successful methods of therapy 
that have been available for a 
number of years,’ he said. 
“The other methods have a 
success mate of 6 to 75 per 
cent. Their (the Victoria 
doctors’) success rate is 
certainly no better than that 
and probably not as good.” 

He said the power of 
suggestion is often an im- 
portant element of headache 
treatment and said he is 
skeptical .whether the new 
method works in any way but 
that.

Dr. William Sara, who 
has been associated with the 
dependency c entre, said 
physicians are in a position of 
“Impotency” because when 
they weht to medical school 
drugs were not considered a 
problem. 

‘SORE THUMB’ 

He said doctors lack the 
most essential kind of 
knowledge for working with 
drug dependency — pharma- 
cological knowledge. He said 
the problem is more than 
medical, however, because 
doctors must deal with 
youngsters who don't expect 
to communicate with adults. 

“I guess adult phonies must 
stand out like a sore thumb to 
kids.” 

Sara said he has found the 
best.approach in working with 
drug ‘abusers is to maintain 
the normal physician-patient 
raltionshin, and not try to go 
down to the youngsters’ level. 


‘SCARE TACTICS’ 


“Seare tactics, in my ex- 
perience, are ret useful,” 
Sara said, adding’.that the 
drug sub-culture is “‘riddled 
with old wive’s tales. 

“Very few young people 
who are taking speed are 
unaware of its effects on their 
cardiovascular system and 
their central nervous system. 

“If we tell these kids ‘look, 
you're ruining your central 
mervous system or you're 
depressing your bone mar- 
row,” the words don’t fal on 
deaf ears, they fall on un- 
responsive pecple.”

Old Home Wrecked 
But Relics Rescued

Victoria lost another of its 
ancient homes today, but at 
least parts of it have been 
saved for future generations 
to enjoy. 

Wrecking operations began 
at 720 Kings Rd. this morn- 
ing, but before the wrecker 
arrived a crew from the 
provincial parks branch , was 
on hand to save some of the 
most outstanding pieces. 
These will be stored in the 
department’s View Street 
warehouse until they can be 
used at the historic sites of 
Barkerville or Fort Steele 
near Cranbrook. 

The house stands on prop- 
erty on which the new Vic- 
toria Press building will stand. 
Victoria Press donated the 
pieces to the government. 

Jim McIntosh, superinten- 
dent of the - department's 
Langford shop estimates that, 
if built today, the five-room 
house would cost $500,000. 

The age of the house can't 
be pinned down,. but city 
records show that. it was 
connected to the sewer sys- 
tem in April 16, 1895, Its 
owner was J. N. Meldrun, ‘the 
arehitect and A. C. Ewart 
who operated out of- Room 17 
in the Duck Building. 
EXPERT WORK 

Among items saved today 
were stained glass windows, 
ornate__brass chandeliers, 
ind ividually-made cast-iron 
hinges, beautifully tooled fire- 
place mantels and steel fire- 
places that are now a thing of 
the past, 

All the woodwork, even the 
door jambs, had been created 
in srhall individual pieces and 
every nail ..used in the con- 
struction was squared. 

Because of the fragility of 
plaster, exquisitely designed 
ceiling frescos, some of them 
dominated by curvaceous 
cupids, will be lost to the 
wrecker’s hammer 


Bob. Broadland,- head of the 
department's restoration sec- 
tion, says that today’s rescue 
of the historic pieces is a stop- 
gap, forced by economic 
problems. 


“It's.a tragedy to destroy 
some of these old homes that 
are valuable for either their 
architecture or historic . sig- 
nificance. 


“Lots of these are being 
levelled in the James Bay 
area to make room for 
apartments and their contri- 
bution lost. I would have liked 
to see this home kept and 
moved to another location.” 


McIntosh agrees with his 
superior. “Our affluent 
friends from across the 
border think nothing of buying 
our old homes, especially log 
houses, and carting them 
back -across the line.”’ 


Broadiand sees hope that 


wholesale-destruction of his- 
toric homes will be halted; at 
least in part, when a five-year 
trans-Canada survey now 
under way through the Na- 
tional Historic Parks Service 
is completed.

A piece of chicken wire arched o over the seedbed will keep 
it from disturbance, and on hot days anchor a single piece of 
newspaper over the wire as protection from sun baking. 

Every seed should germinate within two weeks if sown as 
soon as ripe, whereas if kept until spring, germination is slow 
ant poor. ; 

The same treatment works with seed of Christmas-rose 
and Lenten-rose, Helleborus niger and H.orientalis. 

This weekend I found the one pod of a fine pink hellebore 
had ripened and split open, spilling all its seeds.

— British Columbia 


Hydro Monday reported an unwelcome first — an 
operating loss of $408,118 during the fiscal year 


ended March 31, 1970. 


The provincial-owned utility’s eighth annual 
report said the loss marked the first time its cost 
of operations had exceeded gross revenues. and 
compared with a net income of $9,283,868 the year 


before. 


The report said inflation was a major factor in 
Hydro’s deficit operation for the year. 


Cost of providing services for the year under 
review amounted to $240,308,398, up 13.4 per cent 


from the year 


before. Gross revenues rose te 


$239,900,280 from $221,108,026, an increase of 


eight per cent.

Tentative agreement was reached Sunday on a 
two-year contract providing a 20 per cent wage 
increase—well above the federal government’ s 6 per 
eent annual guidelines — for 500 Vancouver grain 


elevator employees. 


Negotiators for both sides 
said they agreed to recom- 
mend acceptance ‘of the con- 
tract covering members of 
the Cereal Workers Wnion. 
Agreement came after seven 
months of talk and two weeks 
of conciliation efforts. 


It provides a 70-cent hourly 
increase on the base rate of 
$3.64 per hour plus better 
overtime pay and other fringe 
benefits at the five elevator 
companies involved. 

Mediator Tom O'Connor of 
Toronto, head of the concilia- 
tion board, said the interest- 
ing thing about the settlement 
was that it was reached 
before a strike occurred.

Being some things I enjoyed in Victoria over 
the week-end: 


I more than enjoyed a visit to the white killer 
whale, as yet without a name, at Sealand. Bob 
Wright and his staff are still a little worried about 
whether she has 20-20 vision. She’s clearly high- 
strung, as killer whales go, but otherwise fine. 

Went prepared not to like seeing these magnificent beasts 
in captivity, and I still have reservations, but it’s a beautiful, 
even mystieal experience to watch them, so 
incredibly powerful, yet so graceful, the 
white whale like a submarine moon-beam, 
all within arm’s reach. 

Without realizing it I stood there for, 
more than an hour, watching their plastic 
ballet, in a kind of wondering trance. 
suppose there's never been anything quite 
like it before. 

Aclot of people go, it appears, to see the 
white whale, but stay to ste Haida, the 
original Sealand specimen. Could ~ you 
believe that be has a diabolic sense of 
humor? Wright, himself, is convinced of it 
after a year of watching Haida size up 
audiences to find just the right victim to 
splash. : 

Sounds a bit like an improbable scene from a Disney 
movie, but the story of Chloe, the bottle-nosed dolphin, is 
memorable.

It was opened six years ago never been advertised or 
pushed in any way, but there’s a waiting list for membership.

MaecFayden said he heard 
about the method from the 
Victoria doctors at a Toronto 
conference last week. 

NOT IMPRESSED 

He said he is “willing to be 
convinced” of the new cure’s 
effectiveness, but so far is not 
impressed by it. 

MacFayden said there was 
no control study in the 
Victoria project and he is not 
convinced all the headaches 
cured were the migraine 
variety . 

“There are other very 
successful methods of therapy 
that have been available for a 
number of years,”’ he said. 
“The other methods have a 
success rate of 6 to 75 per 
cent. Their (the Victoria 
doctors’) success rate is 
eertainly no better than that 
and probably not as good.” 

He said the power of 
suggestion is often an im- 
portant element of headache 
treatment and said he ‘is 
skeptical whether the new 
method works in any way but 
that 


the clergy. The drug-de- 
pendency society operates the 
three-month-old drug depend- 
ency centre on Fernwood. 
Chairman of the first panel, 
University of Victoria psy- 
chologist Les Wright, said 
participants should stick to 
commonly-accepted de fini- 
tions of hard and soft drugs.

He said hard drugs are 
toxic with long-range physical 
or psychological effects and 
he listed opiates and solvents. 
Under soft drugs he included 
marijuana and hashish. Alco- 
hol, cigarettes and LSD were 
somewhere between the hard 
and soft definition. 

“T would say 
consider that the 
Report has not yet been 
released,” _Wright-—said.

He said doctors lack the 
most essential kind of 
knowledge for working with 
drug dependency — pharma- 
cological knowledge. He said

medical,, however, because 
doctors must deal with 


youngsters who don’t expect 
to communicate with adults. 

“T guess adult phonies must 
stand out like a sore thumb to 
kids.” 

Sara said he has found the 
best approach in working with 
drug abusers is to maintain 
the normal physician-patient 
raltionship, and not try to.¢o 
down to the youngsters’ level. 


‘SCARE TACTICS’ 


“Seare tactics, im my ex- 
perience, are not useful,” 
Sara said, adding that the 


drug sub-culture is “riddled 
with old wive’s tales. 

“Very few young people 
who are taking speed are 
unaware of its effects on their 
eardievaseular—system—and 
their central nervous system. 

“Tf we tell these kids ‘look, 
you're ruining your central 
neryous system or you're 
depressing your bone mar- 
row,’ the words don’t fal on 
deaf ears, they fall on un- 
responsive people."’

ome Wrecked 
But Relics Rescued

Victoria lost another of its 
ancient homes today, but at 
least parts of it have been 
saved for future generations 
to enjoy 

Wrecking operations began 
at 727 Kings Rd. this morn- 
ing. but before the wrecker 
arrived a crew from the 
provincial parks branch: was 
on hand to save. some of the 
most outstanding pieces. 
These will be stored_in_the 
department's View Street 
warehouse until they can be 
used at the historic sites of 
Barkerville or Fort Steele 
near Cranbrook. 

Jim Mcintosh, superinten- 
dent of the department's 
Langford shop estimates that, 
if built today,—the-five-room 
house would cost $500,000. 

The age of the house can't 
be pinned down, but city 
records: show that it was 
connected to the sewer sys- 
tem in April 16, 1895. Its 
owner was J. N. Meldrun, the 
architect’ and A. C. Ewart 
who operated out of Room 17 
in the Duck Building. 


EXPERT WORK 


Among items saved today 
were stained glass windows, 
ornate—b-1r-ar-s-s— chandeliers; 
ind ividually-made cast-iro: 
hinges, beautifully tooled fire- 
place mantels and steel fire- 
places that are now a thing of 
the past. 

All the woodwork, even the 
door jambs, had been created 
in small individual pieces and 
every nail used in the con- 
struction was squared. 

Because of-the fragility of 
plaster, exquisitely designed 
veiling frescos, some of them 
dominated by curvaceous 
cupids, will lost to the 
wrecker’s hammer. 

Bob Broadland, head of the 
department's restoration sec- 
tion, says that today’s rescue

McIntosh agrees ‘with his 
superior, “Our affluent 
friends from across the 
border think nothing of buying 
our old homes, especially log 
houses, and carting them 
back across the line.”’ 

Broadland sees hope that 
wholesale destruction of his- 
toric homes will be halted, at 


least in part, when a five-year 
trans-Canada survey now 
under way through the Na- 
tional Historic Parks Service 
is completed. 


“Victoria is the oldest 
centre on the Pacific coast, 
except for San Francisco. 


We've done a terrific job on 
Bastion and Centennial 
Square — but we shouldn't be 
content to rest on our 
laurels.”” 

He would like to see the 
most Valuable old hames kept 
in their original settings res- 
tored and lived in. 

“The old concept. of 
museums is being swept 
away. These homes would 
become living museums — 
places where tourists anf 
Victorians alike would have a 
chance to walk back into 
history.
